Early  Fall  planting  is  the  best  as  it  allows  "the  roots  to  become 
established.  Unless  you  have  very  heavy  soil,  fall  is  the  ideal  time 
to  plant.  Seedlings  should  be  lined  out  in  beds  four  to  six  inches 
apart  and  given  plenty  of  moisture.  Shading  usually  is  not  necessary 
unless  weather  is  very  warm.  After  ground  freezes  cover  beds  with 
several  inches  of  straw  and  leave  straw  on  until  early  spring. 
Transplants  need  no  such  precaution. 


NEWER  PLANTS. 

Hardy  Cherries  that  grow  on  bushes  instead  of  trees.  A  Sweet  Cherry 
that  bears  fruit  in  the  Fall  instead  of  spring  or  summer,  A  Peach 
equal  to  southern  peaches  that  is  hardy  in  Canada.  These  and  others 
will  be  available  in  future  lists. 


PROFITS.
